There shall be a Board of Directors in number 50 to be elected 
from the membership * The Boardj of Directors shall meet at their 
discretion or on call from any Officer and. ten members present shall 
be considered a quorum, , 

From the Board of Directory there shall be selected a President, 
who shall also serve as Chairmah of the Board of Directors; a Vice- 
President, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, all of whom are to be 
selected from the Board of Directors, and who shall have the duties 
usually incident to their respective offices. 

And to provide a liasion* between all Councils, one director and 
one alternate shall be selected 1 , by its membership from each council 
in the county. But County Directors and alternates shall have no 
vote on those matters that are of concern only to Capital Citizen's 
Council. Said 3oard of Directors is^ authorized and empowered to 
fully and completely control the business and affairs of tae associa- 
tion, and included therein but not limited thereto, the following 
powers are vested in said Board of Directors. 

From among the Board of Directors the President will name a 
Chairman for each of the four Committees recommended for all councils 
namely: 

Information and Education Political and Elections

The chairman so named may select from the membership as many as 
he deems practical and necessary to do the job.

The Board of Directors is vested with full and exclusive power 
respecting the requirements for membership and the grounds for expul- 
sion from membership, and may, by majority vote,. expel any member at 
any time. Except for membership at the organization meeting, all 
applications for membership must be approved by the Executive 
Committee. Annual dues, calendar year, shall be $5 #00 per member, 
$2.00 of which shall be sent to the Association of Citizen f s Councils

All funds of the organization sh£ll be oaid to and kept by the 
Treasurer, \<ho shall koep complete records of receipts and* disburse- 
ments^ which records shall at* all times, be open to the inspection 
of/ th6 directors or any of them. 

Tfcere shall be an annual meeting of the association held during 
ter of each year, at such time and place in Little Rock, Arkan-

Dr, TAYLOR made a talk in which he critical of 
the large percentage of Negroes in Little Pock ^bu were on 
the Welfare rolls. He pointed out that during the last three 
months there had been 1,200 patients at the University 
Hospital, Little Rock, and all were colored except 400* 
He noted that sixty-four per cent of the patients were 
Negroes, but the population of Little Rock was made up of 
only twenty-two per cent Negroes. He noted that twelve 
Negro babies were born at the Hospital for each white baby 
born there, He said he had no objection to caring for the 
needy but he thought the Negroes were taking the white people 
for a "free ride."

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TAYLOR introduced Judge LESTER as the main speaker 
of the evening. L ASTER spoke for approximately forty-five 
minutes, during which time he said it was his ambition to 
be the Governor of the State of Arkansas. He was very 
critical of the City Manager form of government presently 
in power in Little Rock. He said that it was almost im- 
possible to get rid of this form of government for some years 
to coma. He was very critical of the proposed housing code 
for the City of Little Rock. L ASTER repeated his plan to 
solve the integration problem at Little Rock which has been 
published in the Little Rock press during recent weeks. This 
plan consisted of requesting Governor FAUBUS to return the 
control of the Little Rock High Schools to the school board 
and then have the school board to reopen the high schools 
on a segregated basis. He said the purpose of this plan was 
to determine what course of action the Federal Government 
would take as this plan would be contrary to Federal Court 
decisions. He was of the opinion that the Federal Courts 
were bluffing, and he did not believe the President would 
again send troops to Little Rock to enforce integration. 
He said he intended to present this plan to the next meeting 
of the school board which would be held at Little Rock on 
February 26, 1959. LASTER left the meeting at the conclusion 
of his speech. 

At this point, Rev. WESLEY PRUDEN made an appeal 
for funds to be collected to be given to Judge LASTER to 
fight the suit which had been instituted to contest the 
election of LASTER to the Little Rock School Board. PRUDEN 
said LASTER needed to subpoena about two hundred witnesses 
at an approximate cost of $ 5.00 each. Therefore, $ 1,000.00 
was needed to give to LASTER for this purpose. -

La£t week, the National Council of Churches advised its clergy members against showing 
the film, 'Operation Abolition" without the presentation of supplementary facts, furnished by 
the council. 

, The controyersal film, depicting student riots in San Francisco during hearings held by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities last spring, drew fire in Little Rock in December 
when its showing was attacked by two well-known men, Forrest Rozzell and Dr: Joseph B. 
Hunter. Dr. Hunter is currently, executive secretary of the Arkansas Coufeil of Churches 
and a delegate to the National Council of Churches. (See«Hunter) 

In its statement,* the National Council released the reasons for its action in a series of 
the most naive and vague utterances ever accorded well-educated leaders of the clergy. 

' The council expressed concern about . accusations in the film ''reflecting adversely on 
the reputations of students".- Since the word "the" does not appear, the Council leaves 
it .unclear just - what -students -they refer to. If it be those, (and we gatherit is) involved 
in the rioting" anyone who has „ seen, the film can fell the Council that no names of student 
rioters were mentioned. The only names used in the film were those who were called 
before the Committee to answer questions concerning their activities or . ADULT DEM- 
ONSTRATORS,; wjio have had communist affiliations. 

Now surely, the National Council floes not oppose the publication of those names ! 
The Council's statement went on to express concern about the film's ,4 Effectupon freedom 
of expression" by implying that ^criticism of the House Committee was Communist -inspired. 
This AFTER AN FBI INVESTIGATION made it evident that students were used.and iricided by 
Communist subversives! In other words, the Council would have us discredit statements and 
evidence of the House Un-American Activities Committee which has uncovered countless 
communists,' AND the FBI, whose reputation as a law enforcement agency is known and 
respected throughout the free world and accept in their place a flowery and generalized 
statement concerning the "effect upon freedom of expression . 

While we are on the subject, we would remind the Council that *-freedom-of expression" 
works both ways in the democratic process of our government.

National Student Christian Federation, there was "no evidence of student violence whatever" 
in the San Francisco fisaco as the film indicated, 

The Arkansas Layman would like to point out an important fact. The film was subpoenaed 
from private enterprises by the Committee after the riots. The film was laktf hvm actual 
film shot during the rioting by two local TV stations. The sound was recorded on the spot 
by a local FM station. 

Now would Mr. Jensen have the American public believe that the whole disgraceful affair 
was a mild tea-party.., that the policemen who were injured (using waterhoses instead of 
bully clubs) didn't exist and that two privately-owned TV stations are guilty of misrepres- 
entation? 

Church delegates, who viewed the film, were quoted as saying it "does not contribute 
to a realistic understanding of Communism and its dangers to the United States". 

Any intelligent churgh-goer who knows ANYTHING at all about Communism knows that 
when American college students can be used as a means of nothing more than propaganda in 
a move to discredit a committee of the United States Congress which fights -Communism, 
we are in trouble! How much more realistic an understanding can one gain than by seeing 
the actual film of such a riot? 

It is noteworthy that the Council statement was accompanied by a 35-page study document 
containing information gathered by the Council's Department of Christian Life and Work. 

A summary of this information, according to the Council, is to be prepared for use by 
local churches. The Council further cautioned the ministers not to show the film unless a 
"full and fair presentation of such facts" (referring evidently to the Council's summary 
report) is provided beforehand. 

Methodist Bishop John Wesley Lord, Washington, D.C;, claims the action of the Council 
is not any attempt at censorship. Yet, the Council feels it necessary to interpret for the 
clergy and caution them against showing the film WITHOUT FIRST making a presentation 
of Council gathered information! 

Since men such as Harry Bridges, admitted and known Communist Party Member are 
seen in the film.. .and, with the overwhelming evidence supporting the film, we are amazed 
at the Council's statements. 

We cannot understand why a Council representing (according to their figures) 40 million 
Christians, who believe in Christ, would attempt in any way to cast even a small suspicion 
of. doubt upon a film, which evidence proves was Communist-inspired, particularly since 
Communism recognizes no God. ..No Christ and opposes every principal for wHich this 
country stands? 

In its statements, the National Council offered no pro.f that the film was inaccurate... that 
the evidence of the FBI investigation was untrue. ..The Council issued no facts to" substanuate 
their statements.

Atlanta, Georgia 
was sponsored by 225 admin- 
istrators and teachers from 116 
southern colleges and univer- 
sities. The Southern Confer- 
ence Educational Fund. Inc., 
was the coordinator of t h e 
assembly 

The work of the Conference 
was carried on in three plen- 
ary sessions. 

According to the int rod vcu on 
in tht- "Discrimination in High- 
er Education** published by the 
Southern Conference Educat- 
ional Fund. 'inc. the ''action 
taken by the Conference in a 
resolution unanimously adopted 
called for: . 

1. Elimination of segregation 
and quotas based on race or 
rehgioo.

COMMUNISM IS A RELIGION 



The misconception that Communism 
Js merely a system of economics or pol- 
itics is very widespread. While it is true 
> that there axe economic and political 
aspects to Communism, these factors 
are only superficial. Communism is bas- 
ically and fundamentally a religion. 
Communism has every basic character- ' 
istic that would be required to establish 
it as a religion. The Communist pro- 
gram of world-conquest is built on prin- 
ciples, doctrines, and techniques closely 
imitating those prescribed in God's 
Word for the propagation of the Gospel 
to the uttermost parts of the world. 

Man inherently has a religious na- 
, ture. He wants to worship something 
greater than himself. From time im- 
memorial man has worshipped things — 
golden images, idols and relics. If you 
were to go into darkest Africa or into 
Central or South America today, into 
areas where white men have never set 
foot, you would find that the natives in 
those areas have gods. They have moon' 
gods, fire gods, rain gods and many/ 
others. 



It is not only the , primitive peoples 
who have their false gods — intellec- 
tuals, also, have false 1 gods. One of the 
greatest intellectual societies in history 
was that of the Greeks. The Apostle 
Paul, addressing a group of these in- 
tellectuals on Mars' Hill, is recorded as 
having said, "Ye men of Athens,, I per- 
ceive that in all things ye are too su- 
perstitious. For as I passed by, and be- 
held your devotions, I found an altar 
with this inscription, TO THE UN- 
KNOWN GOD\ Whom therefore ye 
ignorantly worship, Him declare I unto 
you. God that made the world, and all 
things therein, seeing that He is Lord 
of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in 
temples made with hands." (Acts 
17:22-24) 

The worship of strange gods is not 
limited to the natives of primitive so- 
cieties and the intellectuals of a^. by- 
gone age. People in all walks of life in 
America today have their gods. Some 
people' have money as their god; others 
have social position ; yet others worship 
political prestige or - military status. 
There are many different types of gods 
which elicit religious devotion from 
3 



their followers. Communism demands 
such devotion from its adherents. - 

You say, "But I have always heard 
that Communists were atheists. If this 
is true how can you say that Commun- 
ism is a religion?" It is true that Com- 
munists are atheists. Lenin starts his 
pamphlet on religion with this state- 
ment: "Atheism is a natural and in- 
separable portion of Marxism." The 
Christian can say with the Apostle 
Paul, "I am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ: for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that believ- 
eth; to the Jew first, and also to the 
Greek." (Romans 1:16) The Com- 
munist stands up and says, "I am an 
atheist, there is no God!"; and he is 
just as proud of his .atheism as the 
Christian is of the Gospel Every Com- 
munist, whether he be Russian, Chi- 
nese, Japanese, Indian, African, Can- 
nadian, Mexican or American, is first 
and foremost an atheist. Yet, even 
though he is an atheist, the Communist 
still wants to worship something greater 
than himself/ 

What is behind this inner urge? 
Ironically enough, it is man's search for 
4 



happiness. It is a paradox. This actually 
goes back to the beginning of time. Man 
was created by God in a perfect envi- 
ronment. He had need of nothing. 
Through the grace of God all his needs 
were provided for. God gave man voli- 
tion. As .motivation for this free will 
God placed in this beautiful environ' 
ment a tree known as the Tree of The - 
. Knowledge of Good and Evil. He for- 
bade man to' eat of the truit ol tnat 
tree. Yet man had the power of choice 
He could decide whether, to follow 
Gods instructions or not. Man chose 
to partake of the fruit of the tree. As 
soon as he did so, he realized that both 
' good and evil existed. From that day 
forward, God told man that life would 
be a struggle. It is recorded in God's 
Word, "In the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou eat bread." (Genesis 3:19) Man 
today is seeking peace and a perfect 
environment— apart fronx^God. 

<£ When man denies God, he has no 
.absolute" by which to live; and he ■ 
must depend on rationalism, emotional- 
ism and empiricism. 

Fundamentally, Communism is a re- 
ligion: To illustrate ,this, let's take a 



hypothetical situation: Let's assume 
that you were Lucifer, the pon of the 
morning, more commonly known as 
Sa'an, the most beautiful angel ever 
created, who constantly aspires to blind 
the eyes of men to the Person, of Jesus 
Christ. What would you do? I know 
what I would do if I were in his po- 
sition. I would create something just 
as close +o Christianity as I could, so 
that people would accept the counter- 
feit and not question it. Religion, is. 
Satan's counterfeit for Christianity. Re- 
ligion is man trying to gain the appro : 
bation of some god. Christianity is God 
in all His grace reaching down to man 
and saying, . "By grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of Your- 
selves; it is the gift of God: not of 
, works, lest any man should boast." 
(Ephesians 2:8-9) 

Christianity is not one of' the world's 
great religions. Christianity is" a vital re- 
lationship to the Person of Jesus Christ. 
Communism is a religion spawned, in 
Hell , by Satan himself in his ruthless, ' 
relentless war against Christianity. ' 

Communism has a god in the person 
of Karl Marx. Communism has a spirit, 
6 . 
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producing Russia in coal' at a ratio of 
50 to 1 ; today Russian coal-production 
equals that of America. America was 
exceeding Russia in steel at a ratio of 
11 to 1 ; today the ratio is less than 2 
to 1. In oil the production was 10 to 1 ; 
today the ratio is less than 4 to 1. ^ 

In 1958 Russia outproduced the 
United States in bicycles, rye,- soy bearish 
sugar beets, wheat, milk and butter. 
It was Joseph Stalin who set up many 
of the plans which brought Russia from 
an illiterate nation in 1917 to one of 
the two great world-powers today. 

Communism has apostles. They can 
be likened unto Khrushchev, Mao-Tse- 
Tung, Kadar, Gromyko; -Tito, Chou" 
En-lai, Liu Shao-Chi and Ho Chi 
Minh. After a recent trip to Eastern 
Europe, a friend of mine told me that 
in Greece the Communists have taken 
names such as Matthew, Mark, Luke, 
John, Paul, James and Timothy out of 
New Testament and reprinted it sub- 
stituting the names of Khrushchev, Mo- . 
lotov, Kalinin, Mikoyan, and others! 

Communism has a shrine. It is the 
sarcophagus of Lenin and Stalin in Red 
■Square. Whether you visit Russia in

the heat of June or in the icy blasts 
of January, you will find in Red Square 
long lines of people 'waiting to go 
through the mausoleum wherein the 
remains of Lenin and; "Stalin are laid. 
It is reported that while the people are 
in this crypt, there is open weeping 
and mourning; religious fervor perme- 
ates the air. 

Communism has "holy" books! These 
are Das Kapital. The Communist Man- 
ifesto, and other writings of Marx. 
Engels, Lenin and Stalin. According 
to a report from UNESCO the publi- 
cation of the Works of Lenin now sur- 
passes that of the Bible. The writings 
of Stalin are in third place. Lenin's 
writings are currently available in 371 
languages. Stalin's works in 7 years 
have been translated into 669 languages. 

Communism has a missionary pro- 
gram: "Go ye into the uttermost parts 
of the world and conquer it in the 
name of Communism." There are nu- 
merous quotations which . might be 
given to substantiate this statement. 
The book, Twilight of World-Capital- 
ism by William Z. Foster, head of the 
Communist Party in America, carries 



this dedication: "To my great grand- 
son, Joseph Manley Kolkb, who will' 
live in a Communist United States." 

Khrushchev thundered out in a dip- 
lomatic meeting about two years ago, 
referring to the United States, "We 
will bury you!" When asked to explain 
this- statement at the National Press 
Club meeting during his visit : to the 
United States, he said that, historically, 
Feudalism ' was at one time the 'way of . 
life, but Feudalism had been replaced 
by Capitalism, , and just as' surely as 
Capitalism replaced Feudalism, so 
would Communism replace Capitalism. 
He said, "History is on our side. Whe- 
ther you like it or not, we will bury 
you!" 

For further documentation of the 
Communist program for world-con- 
quest reference may be made to the 
book, How To Be A Good Communist, 
written by Liu Shao-Chi, president of 
the Central People's Government of 
Communist China. This book was .pub- 
lished by Foreign Languages Press in 
Peipihg in 1951. On page 39, Liu Shao- 
Chi says, "What is the most fundamen- 
tal and common duty of us Communist 
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Party members? As everybody knows, 
it is to establish Communism, to trans- 
form the present world into a Com- 
munist world." 

Communism has missionary litera- 
ture. The Communists have the most 
beautiful public-relations material this 
world has ever seen, issued in beautiful 
colors, in numerous languages. Soviet 
Union, a magazine the- size of Life or 
Look, is published monthly in Russian, 
English, Chinese, Finnish, Korean, Ru- 
manian, Hindu, Urdu, Hungarian, Ser- 
bian, Arabic, Croatian, Viet-Namese, 
French, German, Spanish and Japanese. 
The paper is of excellent quality; the 
photography is superb; the color is ex- 
quisite. Nothing on our news-stands can 
surpass it in quality. We have little to 
compare with it in moral, tone. There 
is no vice, cnme, sex or alcohol. Every 
picture in the magazine shows radiantly 
happy people; no matter what they are 
doing, they are smiling. 

The Communists are spending $5 
billion a year in their missionary com- 
munication program. Here are the 
names of a few of the other magazines: 
German Democratic Republic, People's 
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China, Soviet Woman, U.S.S.R., Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria and China Pictorial, 
which is pubVshed monthly in Chinese, 
Mongolian, Tibetan, Korean,' English, 
Russian, French, Japanese, Indonesian, 
and Spanish. 

Recently, during a visit to Mexico 
City I found this beautiful Communist 
literature for sale on every major street- 
corner. What did America have in 
Mexico City to compete with this Com- 
munist literature? Tom and Jerry, 
Batman, Superman, True Story, Con- 
fidential, Argosy, numerous copies of 
Life with its usual stories of violence, 
crime, and riot, and an occasional copy 
of Time. Any Communist student could 
pick up magazines such these and say, 
"See, this is what America is like! It 
is just as I told you!" In many cases 
the Communists are using our own ma- 
terial to p**ove their distorted views of 
America. Yes, the Communists do have 
beautiful missionary literature. 

What is America doing to combat 
this vicious propaganda? Fundamen- 
tally, our foreign program at the mo- 
ment is to give the peoples of the world 
good jobs, good food, good homes, and 
12 



electric lights — so that thev caii sit 
down in comfort at night to read the 
Communist literature, to listen to the 
Communist rad ; o. to learn to love Com- 
munists and to hate us! 

The Free World and the Christian 
Churches are losing the baule to win 
the world a^d they are losing it by de- . 
fault. The Communists are spending 
$5 billion a year on books and beautiful 
literature in the : r effort to win the 
world. America is spending approxi- 
mately $100 million in its government 
program through the U.S. I. A. Ac- 
cording to the National Council of 
Churches, during the year 1957 about 
$79 million was spent on foreign mis- 
sions. /Add to that what was spent by 
the Denominations, and Independent. 
Fundamental, Evangelical missionary 
groups that are not members of the 
National Council of Churches, and the 
amount is still Jess than $150 million. 
The Communists are spending twentv 
times as much as our government and 
churches combined. 

Communism has a doctrine for every 
major Christian doctrine. Everything 
the Communists are doing with the ex- 
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ception of bloodshed, as far as I can 
see, they are doing according to scrip- 
tural principles. Their missionary pro- 
gram is indigenous and autonomous. 
In India, they are using Indians; in 
Africa, they are using Africans; in 
Mexico City, they are using' Mexicans; 
in Guatemala, they are using Guate- 
malans; in America, they are using 
Americans. 

Communism has a doctrine of bap- 
tism. The Communists are baptizing 
infants in East Germany. They declare 
that it is a dedicatory service for the 
parents who promise to bring up their 
children under the teachings of atheism 
and socialism, so that when he arrives 
at the age of accountability, he will go 
into the Young Pioneers, then into the 
Young Communist League; ultimately 
into the Communist Party; 

The , Communists, moreover, have a 
doctrine of confirmation. They are hold : 
ing confirmation-classes in East Ger- 
many, and in Russia today, using a cate- 
chism based on atheism and socialism. 

The Communists have a doctrine re- 
garding the millennium. They say they 
are going to bring peace on earth and 
14 



good wilj to men: Such things as 
armies, police forces, and governments 
are the products of capitalism and these 
organizations will then wither and die. 
Depressions, crises, and wars will be 
gone forever. Christians know that we 
cannot bring the millennium into ex- 
istence in our own strengh. Eventually 
there «will be peace on this earth for a 
thousand years, but that will not be 
until Jesus Christ comes back in all, His 
glory to reign. Until Christ returns, the 
Scriptures record Him in Matthew 24 
as saying that there will be wars and 
rumours of wars. 

The Communists have a doctrine of 
confession and rewards which they use 
in every country that they infiltrate. 
They used these doctrines against 
American P.O.WVs in Korea. Seventy- 
five per cent of our P.O.W.'s knowingly 
or unknowingly, co-operated with the 
enemy. Thirty-nine per cent of Amer- 
ican prisoners in Korea died from causes 
other than wounds. Not one American 
P.O.W. escaped from an organized 
camp in Korea. Never before in the 
history of America had such a thing 
happened where no prisoners escaped. 
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Let's analyze the Communist doctrine 
of confession and rewards. 

One of the first steps after the Com- 
munists estabHsh control h the ms.ti- 
tuting of the informer system. They 
trv to get neighbors or members of the 
farmlv, or, in the case of P.O.W.'s, 
buddies, to inform on one another and 
to report activities that might be con- 
t^nry to the interests of the "people's 
government." The informer is rewarded 
with cigarettes, candv, extra food, 'or. 
special privileges. Sympathizers and 
"Fellow Travelers' who have sided with 
the Communists in the^'r take-overs re- 
c^ve appointments to high positions. 
This is the Communist -doctrine of re- 
wards. 

We Christians also have a doctrine 
of rewards, though few understand it. 
So many are working to gain the ap- 
probation of their minister, friends, or 
neighbors without realizing that such 
efforts are in vain. Only those things 
done for the glory of the Lord will 
. receive eternal and lasting reward. 

After the informer system is opera- 
tive and psychological isolation is be- 
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ginning to take effect, the Communists 
add a little leaven to speed up the fer- 
mentation. The Communist doctrine 
of confession is the next logical step. 
They set up a confessional board among 
the people, or establish public confes- 
sionals. They say, "Confess your crimes 
against the people's government. We 
can't help you until you rid your mind 
of these horrible things you have done 
against the government. We will not 
punish you. Just confess and all will be 
well. ,, 

Slowly,, hesitantly, the first few peo- 
ple come to make their confessions — 
of minor 1 misdemeanors such as pettv 
thefts committed during their child- 
hood. The Communist Party gives free, 
pardon. When the people see that there 
is no punishment, more serious crimes 
and even murders are confessed. These, . 
too, are forgiven. But a careful com- 
pilation of crimes is kept and a man's 
confessions are used against him when- 
ever the Party deems it necessary to 
get rid of him. Incidentally, the Sym- 
pathizers and Fellow Travelers who 
helped them gain control are usually 
the first to be executed.

Upon what do we base our Christian 
doctrine of confession? In God's Word 
we read, "If we confess our sins, . He is 
faithful and just to forgive us our -sins, 
and to cleanse us from all' unrighteous- 
ness." fl John 1 :9) There are two types 
of Christians in the world — those who 
are in fellowship with God, and those' 
who are out of fellowship wi*h Him. 
A Christian out of fellowship with God 
is one who has unconfessed sin in his 
life. When a believer has unconfessed 
sin in his life, the only way to get rid of 
it is through confession to his Heavenly 
Father through Jesus Christ his Inter- 
cessor. As Christians we should main- 
tain a moment-by-moment sabbath, and 
not just a once-a-week sabbath. 

Christians must have no illusions 
about Communism. Fundamentally* 
Communism is a battle between God 
and anti-god .The Communists believe 
that they are ordained to conquer the 
world. Once they have conquered it, 
they propose to ' breed a superhuman 
race through the principle of animal- 
husbandry. 

This ' is made clear by William Z. 
Foster in Twilight of World Capitalism. 
18 . 



One page 151 he writes: "The law of 
natural selection which built the mar- 
velous complexities of plant and animal 
species can no longer work spontane- 
ously. Now the evolution of the human 
species must be done artificially by the 
conscious action of man himself." In 
this statement lies the thesis of the Com- 
munist doctrine of regeneration. They 
believe it; they are dedicated to this 
program of regeneration; regeneration 
of mankind through the principles of 
animal-husbandry. This program 
springs from their threefold belief that 
there is no God : that man is merely an 
evolu f ionary animal with no soul; and 
that he is a product of his environment. 
Since this is so, individual human lives 
are completely expendable for the good 
of mankind as a whole. 

According to .the Communists, man is 
primarily the product of his economic 
environment. What he thinks and what 
he believes are the product of his habi- 
tat. The Communists believe that if they 
can conquer the world, gain control of 
that environment, create a perfect at- 
mosphere of influence in which they 
raise the young children and newborn 
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babes, then they can produce perfect 
mankind. Yes, they say, "We are going 
to take one-, two-, and three-year-old 
children, separate them from their par r 
ents as they are doing in China (read the 
January 5, 1959, issue of Life magazine, 
where youve been spared most of the 
horrible details), bring them up, teach 
them that it is more gracious to give than 
to receive, teach them a love for work, 
and as they grow into manhood and 
womanhood,, that glorious, wonderful 
day of "Peace on earth, good will to 
men" will dawn all over the earth." 

What is the answer to the Satanic 
religion of Communism? 

If you are going to have to face death 
violently, the first thing the majority of 
you will want to know is what lies on 
the other side of that door called Death. 
Can we know? Can we be sure God did 
not leave us without an answer. It is 
recorded in Hebrew scripture and in the 
New Testament, Catholic Confraternity, 
Douay, or King James edition: "Who 
shall separate us from the love of Christ? 
Shall tribulation, or distress, or persecu- 
tion, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, 
or sword?" (Romans 8:35) As it is 
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written, "For thy sake we are killed all 
the day long; we are counted as sheep 
for the slaughter/* (Psalms 44:22) "Nay 
in all these things we are more than 
conquerors through Him that loved us. 
For I am persuaded that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, (including Satan 
himself, the most beautiful), nor prin- 
cipalities, nor powers, nor things present 
(today), nor things to come (tomorrow), 
nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord." (Romans 8:37-39) 

On the authority of Word of God I 
say to you, "Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved." (Acts 
16:31) "He that belie veth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not see life; but 
the wrath of God abideth on him" 

You say, "Mr. Strube, I have taken ^ 
that step. What can I do?" The first 
step is to study, study, study! We need 
to get in and understand the true mean- 
ing of Communism. The man responsi- 
ble for awakening me to this deadly 
peril was Dr. Fred C. Schwarz, a physi- 
cian and surgeon from Sydney, Australia. 
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His set of books — available from the 
Christian Anti- Communism Crusade, 
P. O. Box 6422, Houston 6, Texas - 
make excellent primers on the subject. 

We also need a thorough knowledge 
of God's Word. "Study , to show thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly di- 
viding the Word of truth/' (II Timothy 
3:16-17) "For the Word of God is 
alive and powerful, sharper than any 
two-edged sword, piercing even to the 
dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and 
of the joints and marrow, and is a critic 
of the thoughts and intents of the heart." 
(Hebrews 4:12) "All scripture is given 
by inspiration of God and is profitable 
for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness that the 
man of God may be mature, thoroughly 
furnished all good works." 

' What can we do after , we have the 
knowledge? In closing, let me ask you 
a few questions. How many of you have* 
registered so that you are eligible to 
vote? How many of you voted in all the 
elections last year? How many of you 
went to a precinct meeting last year? 
How many of you have written your 
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congressman and senators in Washington 
in the last thirty days — about anything? 

How many of you take a very vital 
active part in the missionary work of pur 
church? How many of you. personally 
know a missionary, and have had the 
pleasure of having him or her in our 
home? When is the last time you prayed 
for a missionary? I don't mean, "God, 
bless the missionary." You didn't ask 
Him to do anything. I mean pray for a 
specific one by name, for a specific need 
to be met by a specific time. You say,: 
"How do you do that?" You have to 
write to them. When is the, last time 
you wrote to a missionary? ; 

There are fantastic things you can do 
if you want to. I beseech every one of you 
who name the name of Christ, "by the. 
mercies of God that you present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy and - ac- 
ceptable unto God, which is your reason- 
able service, and be not conformed to 
this world, but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind , that you 
may prove what is that good arid ac- 
ceptable and perfect will of God."

Many Supreme Court decis- 
ions have rendered states and 
local communities virtually 
helpless against the communist 
conspiracy while at the same 
time it has rendered commu- 
nists almost immune to federal 
laws or controls of any kind, 
Alford emphasized. 

"Much substantial legislation 
has been enacted in the past 
by Congress to bulwark our 
internal security, during these 
critical days, but all thesepro- 
visions- -which apply to a per- 
son as a member of the com- 
munist party, to the communist 
party itself, any of it's action, 



take away or impair the jur-

If things run according to 
schedule, one of the most dan- 
gerous bills 10 threaten Ameri- 
can Soverietny will soon be 
brought to trie floor of the Uni- 
ted States Senate„the bill to 
repeal theConnally amendment. 

If abolished the last safe- 
guard against international ju- 
dicial interference will be des- 
troyed ..and this nation will have 
taken a giant step toward the 
subordination of America to 
World Government, ■ 

Unfortunately there are too 
many of us who have not taken 
the time to learn the facts con- 
cerning the Connally Amend- 
ment and the consequences 
which will result with its re- 
moval. 

The Connally Amendment is 
the safety valve in our affi- 
liation with the International 
court of Justice. 

The first attempt at World 
Court was during the Collidge 
administration- At that time, 
the whole idea was abandoned 
under a wave of national pro- 
test. 

In November, 1945, Christ- 
ian A. Hertef (then a member 
of the House and later the 
Secretary of State under Eisen- 
hower) and Senator Wayne L. 
Morse, brought up the issue 
again by jointly introducing a 
resolution that the United Sta- 
tes should join the r World 
Court, 

The Statute of the Perma- 
nent Court of International Ju- 
tice provided for compulsory 
acceptance of jurisdiction by 
member nations, unless other -

Alford said that should the 
Supreme Court hold that Con- 
stitutionality of both the Inter- 
nal Security Act said the Smith 
Act are valid, the communist 
party would beordered to regis- 
ter with the Attorney General 
and upon the issuance of such 
an order certain provisions 
would go into effect as to the 
communist party and it's mem- 
bers. 

Alford said that the letters 
now being received at his of- 
fices in Washington underline 
the record of the Supreme Court 
under Chief Justice Warren 
from October, 1953 to June, 
1958, concerning 39 cases in- 
volving communism in which 
Warren voted 36 times—or 92 
percent- -in favor of the com- 
munists. 

Here are a few of the War- 
ren Court decisions outlined 
in the Dan Smoot report. 

THE STEVE NELSON CASE: 
The Warren court reversed the 
conviction of Steve Nelson, ad- 
mitted communist party leader, 
who had beeen sentenced to 20 
years in 1952 for violating the 
Pennsylvania statesedition law. 
The court ruled that the Smith 
Act of 1940 gives the federal 
government exclusive jurisdic- 
tion in the field of sedition. 

The Smith Act of 1940 speci- 
ficly provides "that nothing 
in this title shall be held to 



Slochower was-'an associate 
professor of Brooklyn College 
and while being quizzed by a 
Senate sub -committee, refused 
to answer questions about com- 
munists by invoking the 5th 
Amendment, 

New York City's board of 
higher education fired him in 
accordance with a provision 
of the New York city charter, 
but the Warren Court held that 
the board had violated Sloe- r 
hower's constitutional rights^- 
even though the constitution 
gives no person a right to a 
job. 

Warren's court said thatSloc- 
hower did not realizethat by in- 
voking the 5th amendment, it 
wouldcost him his job. 

However, the New YorkBoard 
of Higher Education petitioned 
for a rehearing, pointing out 
that this reason was false: Sloc- 
hower did know that invoking the 
5th Amendment would cost him 
his job. Transcripts of the 
Senate Subcommittee hearings 
pointed out this fact. 

The Warren court admitted 
that it had misstated the facts 
in it's Slochower Case but 
denied the rehearing anyway. 

As a result of the Warren 
decision, New York City had 
to reinstate and give $40,000 
backpay to Slochower and sev- 
eral other teachers who had 
been fired for communist activ- 
ities took advantage oftheSloc- 
hower decision, 

PAUL M, SWEEZY CASE: 
The New Hampshire Supreme 
Court was reversed bythe War- 
ren court which held that the 
Attorney General ofNew Hamp- 
shire was without authority to 
ask questions ofPaulM.Sweezy 
about his alleged subversive 
activities at the State Univer- 
sity where he was a lecturer, 

RALEY 1 STERN AND BROWN 
CASE: Warren's court rever- - 
sed the Ohio Supreme Court 
and other lower courts when it 
set aside the conviction of these 
3 men who refused to answer

answer questions of California 
Bar Association examiners

Warren's court reversed the 
California Supreme court say- 
ing that Konigsberg's right to 
due process of law under- the 
14th Amendment had been vio- 
lated. 

One of the dissenting justices

stitutionally priveleged area. 
, The opinion of the Court does 
not really question this; it 
solves the problem by denying 
that it exists. But what the 
court has really done... is sim- 
ply to impose on California 
it's own notions of public policy 
and judgment. For me, today's 
decision represents an unac- 
ceptable intrusion into a matter 
of State concern/' That dis- 
sention came from Justice John 
M Harlan. 

THE RUDOLPH SCHWA RE 
CASE: Sqhware had been re- 
fused admittance to the New 
Mexico ' Bar Association be- 
cause bar examiners had found 
him to be $nfit because of his 
past membership in the com- 
munist party and because he 
had twice been arrested for 
criminal syndicalism. 



Even though the facts were 
widely known, Service stayed on 
the job for years but public 
pressure forced his dismissal 
as a security. risk.
